N utrition by food and the dis­ 
charge of energy by exercise are the ef­ 
ficient causes of heat. 
Clothes “ seem ” 
good and warm because they prevent the 
cold air and objects with a capacity for 
heat which surround the body from a t­ 
tracting the heat generated within its 
orgauism. 
The clothing is simply an in­ 
sulator. 
It follows that it should be 
light in weight, and above all things that 
it 
should 
perm it 
the 
free and 
full 
circulation 
of 
blood 
through 
every 
part of 
the 
system — to 
the 
end 
of 
every 
finger 
and 
toe — and 
that 
the muscular apparatus of the extremities 
should be in perfect working order. 
If we 
will wear foot-coverings, w hether boots or 
stockings, which compress the feet and 
render the separate action of each toe im­ 
possible, it is simply absurd to expect to 
be warm-footed. 
H eat is the complement 
of work and nutrition, and if part of the 
organism is so bound that it cannot work, 
and its supply of food is limited, it must 
be cold. 
The resort to stouter and heavier 
clothing under such circumstances is sim­ 
ply ridiculous. 
Generally it is the stock­ 
ings that compress the feet. 
The garter 
acts as a ligature, and diminishes the 
blood supply, while the stocking itself 
acts as a bandage and impedes the circula­ 
tion through the extremities.—(London 
Lancet.

EXTRA-LEGAL RESORTS. 


We suppose that most of our readers 
have noticed th at lynching is very com­ 
mon in several of the Southern States, 
iteports of cases of this kind occur at 
very brief intervals, and it almost invari­ 
ably happens that the victim is a negro. 
A few days ago seven negroes were thus 
murdered by a mob in Tennessee. 
They 
were charged with the murder of a white 
n an, but the trial had not been concluded 
when the mob took the affair into its own 
bands. 
The Legislature of Tennessee sub­ 
sequently took the m atter up, and passed a 
resolution condemning lynching, and calling 
on the Governor to arrest and punish the 
lynchers, but it is not believed by those 
who understand Southern sentiment that 
anything more will be done about it. 
W henever the people are prone to resort to 
m ethods of this kind, it is certain that 
they have very little faith in the law. 
This principle, however, is equally applica­ 
ble to very different cases. 
There is a cer­ 
tain class of men in this country who are 
continually betray ing want of confidence 
in its institutions, though they do not 
seem to realize the significance of their 
position. 
These men arc eternally crying 
out in alarm about some fancied menace 
to their liberties. 
They are perpetually 
imagining th at the republic is in danger. 
They are always running to the walls and 
looking out for the enemy. 
They are for­ 
ever discerning some lurking mischief in 
the situation. 
These are the chronically 
scared persons who have at intervals ever 
since the war been shrieking against “ cor- 
‘ ‘ porate m o n o p o lie sth a t being tho phrase 
by which they are pleased to designate the 
aggregations of capital, skill and enter­ 
prise to which this country owes two- 
thirds of whatever prosperity and progress 
it enjoys. 
I t never seems to occur to these 
timid souk th at tho Constitution of the 
United States may lie a sufficient bulwark 
against any kind of encroachments, and 
that these continued ontcries are in effect 
impeachments of the institutions of their 
country. 
For if indeed there is nothing to 
hinder the growth And consummation of 
any kind of 
corporate 
tyranny, 
the 
founders of the republic m ust have made 
a sorry botch of their work, and this will 
hardly he admitted by the majority. 
The 
tru th ¡s that the 
recurring agitations 
agaiufct corporate enterprises have their 
spring and inspiration in that spirit of 
malign envy which crops out in Commun­ 
ism and its congeners, and which would be 
satisfied by nothing less than the confisca­ 
tion of all 
property, 
and a general 
“ divide.” 
An immense deal of fustian 
and claptrap is put forth in this connec­ 
tion. and every demagogue and idiot who 
mouths the street cry of the hour thinks 
it sufficient to pretend that he is moved 
solely by a passionate and consuming love 
for the dear “ People.” Traced to its 
foundation all this is neither more nor less 
than the social antagonism which has 
always existed between the 
“ H aves” 
and the “ Have N ots,” nor does it signify 
how much it is disguised by fulsome 
pretenses of 
public 
spirit. 
The his­ 
tory 
of 
civilization 
should 
convince 
sober-minded men that progress necessi­ 
tates the expansion and aggregation of 
capital and enterprise, and that these con­ 
solidations not only produce no evil, but 
th a t they remove many abuses, and tend 
to greater economy and diminution of fric­ 
tion. 
They are, 
in fact, in no wr.y 
menacing to freedom, bus on the contrary 
their development tends steadily to ele­ 
vate the poorer classes, to give them less 
arduous and debasing employments, 
to 
diversify and extend industry, to stimulate 
production in all its forms, and thus to 
strengthen the progressive energies »f the 
generation and make the world better and 
happier. 
All the agitations which are in 
opposition to the free development of 
these agencies are, whether consciously or 
not, in the line of retrogression. They are 
checks upon civilization; brakes applied 
to its course blindly if cot maliciously. 
They start out from false premises and 
work to false conclusions. 
Intelli­ 
gent men should, theiefore, regard them 
with suspicion, and question their pur- 
TToees and tendencies closely. 


THE ASSASSINATION OF THE CZAR. 


The assassination of the Czar is a useless 
and stnpid crime. 
It involves no conse­ 
quences in the least degree advantageous 
to any class of the people of Russia. 
If 
the Nihilists are responsible for the cruel 
deed they have by p erpetrating it only jus­ 
tified the most rigorous measures th at can 
be taken for their extermination. 
The 
cause of human freedom is never advanced 
by brutalities 3uch as this. 
A system is in. 
fault, and a man is murdered. 
To what 
rational end is this done? The Nihilists 
have not killed the Emperor of Russia. 
They have simply assassinated Alexander 
the Second. 
The dynasty survives, and it 
remains as powerful as before. 
No step 
in advance has been gaiued by this crime. 
No light dawns through such means. 
All 
that is made clear is th at the most elabor­ 
ate precautions are in the long run unavail­ 
ing when the life of an individual is sought 
by a determined and reckless secret organ­ 
ization. 
T hat is a very poor result to ob­ 
tain at sack a price. 
But the blunder Of 
the Nihilista does not end here. 
They 
have made Alexander the Third Emperor. 
Have they anything more to hope from 
him than from his father ? 
If we may 
judge from his past hi3tory as711 redly they 
have not. 
The new Emperor has been re­ 
cognized hitherto as an upholder of w hat 
is called the Old Russian party. 
He is a 
pronounced Pan-Slavist, it is true ; hut 
there is nothing in his past to indicate that 
he sympathizes with the democratic aspira­ 
tions of the restless elements of the empire. 
And it must be remembered that the men 
tal position of an heir apparent is necessar­ 
ily very different from th at of a reigning 
sovereign. 
W ith responsibility comes con­ 
servatism. 
W ith supreme power comes 
the desire to maintain supreme power. 
It* is the doom of autocracy th at it never 
can indulge in liberal policies without en­ 
dangering its existence, and with the fate 
of his father before his eye3 there is little 
probability th at the new Czar will lean to­ 
wards democracy in any form. 
The murder of the late Emperor points 
once more the satire of history. 
I t is 
seldom that the tyranny of a strong ruler 
is avenged duriDg his own lifetime. 
France 
was crushed under Louis the Fourteenth, 
hut his reign ended quietly. Louis the Six­ 
teenth was a liberal and well - meaning 
prince, bent upon extensive reforms, and 
anxious to relieve the sufferings of his peo­ 
ple. 
His measures gave them the first 
taste of liberty and justice they had en­ 
joyed for generations. 
And the first use 
they made of their recovered power was to 
destroy their emancipator. 
Under the 
firm rule ot the Emperor Nicholas Russia 
groaned, but remained passive. 
His mania 
of 
m ilitary government 
converted the 
empire into a camp. 
He banished dis­ 
cussion. 
He excluded ideas. 
H e sent 
thinkers to Siberia. 
He encouraged blind 
and servile obedience. 
The people pa­ 
tiently subm itted to all this, and even 
when his system had broken down under 
actual experiment they remained quiescent. 
Alexander the Second not only contem­ 
plated but carried into effect unexampled 
reforms. 
He gave virtual freedom to ten 
millions of serfs. 
He removed the prohi­ 
bitions from literature and the press. 
He 
permited the universities to inculcate po­ 
litical doctrines. 
He opened the door to 
progress and a higher civilization. 
And 
for all this his reward is assassination. 
It is true that in the later years of his 
reign he had largely abandoned his earlier 
view’s in regard to the safety of per­ 
mitting popular ideas full scope, but it is 
also true th at this change of policy was 
forced upon him by’ the reckless intem ­ 
perance of tho Nihilists. 
He had been 
aaaisted in his emancipation policy by the 
nobles, who might have lendered that 
policy abortive, but 
when 
this 
class 
realized'that the new conditions demanded 
sustained exertion on their part, they 
appear to have lost their patriotic enthusi­ 
asm, and for some time 
had seemed 
to be observing the struggle between the 
Government and the anarchists with com­ 
parative apathy’ and indifference. 
The 
Nihilists hail forced the Emperor to adopt 
harsh measures, and then 
they 
cited 
those measures as justification for their 
murderous 
plots. 
The folly of their 
course has been shewn from the first in 
the vagueness of their programme. 
The 
truth is th at their leaders have been 
almost without exception visionaries, who 
were not capable of anything but de­ 
structive efforts. 
Assassination is a very 
vulgar and brutish business, and demands 
no intellectual force for its organization, 
and the Nihilists have never risen above 
assassination. 
No useful end has ever been served by 
such methods. 
On the contrary, their em­ 
ployment almost invariably leads to the 
reinforcement of rigorous governmental 
policies. 
The 
Revolution might have 
saved France but for the Reign of Terror. 
That put Napoleon Bonaparte at the head 
of affairs, and brought on the Empire. 
The Reign of Terror cost France fifty years 
of progress. 
The assassination of Alex­ 
ander the S:cond will probably push back 
the hands on the Russian liberal dial in the 
same way. 
The man dies, but the system 
remains, and it is the system which is alone 
responsible for existing abuses. 
For years 
to come, however, every appeal made to 
the Russian Government for more liberal 
institutions will be met by a reference to 
this catastrophe. 
“ This is the result of 
“ an attem pt to introduce greater free- 
“ dom," the 
new Czar may well say, 
“ therefore it is safer for me to revert to 
“ the stern repressive policy.” 
There ,is no argument in assassination. 
It is in fact an abandonment of all argu­ 
ment. 
No instance of it can be cited 
which has bettered the condition of the 
supporters of the policy. 
The Nihilists 
have done what they have long been trying 
to do, and they have after all accomplished 
nothing. 
A somewhat weak but not un- 
amiable sovereign has been killed, but 
his successor is already seated on the 
throne. 
The system is intact, and its 
enemies are stained and made infamous by 
a futile and wanton crime. 
Nihilism is 
anarchic and ruthless, but it does not rise 
to the dignity of rational revolntion.

We, by the grace jof God, Alexander III., 
Emperor and autocrat of ali the Russia?, 
Czar of Poland, Grand Duke of Finland, 
etc., hereby make known to all our faithful 
subjects that it has pleased Almighty God in 
his inscrutable will to visit Russia with a 
heavy blow of fata And call her benefactor, 
Emperor Alexander, to himself. 
He fell by 
the hands of impious murderers, who had re­ 
peatedly sought his precious life and made 
their attempts because they saw in him the 
protector of Russia, the foundation of her 
greatness and promoter of the welfare of the 
Russian people. Let us bow to the will of 
Divine Providence, and lifer up to Al­ 
mighty God our prayers for the repose of the 
pure soul of our beloved father. 
We ascend 
the throna which we inherit from our fore­ 
fathers, the throne of the Russian Empire 
and Uzardom and Grand Dukedom insepar- 
ately connected with it. We assume the 
heavy burden which God has imposed upon 
us with firm reliance upon His Almighty 
help. May He bless our work to the welfare 
of our beloved fatherland, and may He guide 
our strength for the happiness of all faithful 
subjects. In repeating before Almighty God 
the sacred vow made by our father to devote, 
according to the testament of our forefather, 
the whole of our lives to care for the welfare 
and honor of Russia, we ealj. upon our faith­ 
ful subjects to unite before the altar of the 
Almighty God their prayers with ours, and 
commend them to swear fidelity to us and to 
c.ur successor.

ized people in denouncing assassination as a 
means of redress for auy grievances, either 
real or imaginary. 
Jlrsolctd, That, remembering and cherish­ 
ing with satisfaction the relations of friend­ 
ship that have always existed between the 
people of the Governments of Russia and of 
the United States, to the strengthening and 


maintaining of which the late Emperor has 
earnestly contributed his great influence, the 
Senate ext;n Is to the Government and peo­ 
ple of Russia its condolence in this sad na­ 
tional bereavement. 
Resolved, That the Secretary of the Senate 
deliver a copy of these resolutions to the 
President if the United States, with a re­ 
quest that he communicate the same to the 
Russian Government. 
MEMORIAL SERVICES. 
W ashington, March 
14th. — Memorial 
services of the Emperor Alexander will be 
held to morrow at the Russian Embassy, 
which is heavily draped. The President and 
Mrs. Garfield, the Cabinet and families and 
the Diplomatic Corps and families are in­ 
vited. 
• 
THE EMPEROR'S DEATHBED. 
St. P e te r s b u r g , March 14th.—Dr. Dvoni- 
acbine, who was among the physicians first 
summoned to the Czar, immediately brought 
the necessary instiumeuts fqr the amputation 
of the kgs, which were held by the fle-h 
only, the bones being broken. Blood flowed 
copiously from the lacerated wounds. India 
rubber bandages were applied, first to the 
right leg below the knee and then to the left. 
The Czar’s right hand, on which was a 
glove, was found to be greatly lacerated. 
His marriage ring was broken to pieces 
and driven into the flesh. The surgeous 
tied up the severed arteries,and at length, 
under the influence of sulphate of oxygen and 
ice, the Emperor opened liis eyes and respi­ 
ration became more apparent. 
Chaplain 
Bjainot avaiie.1 himself of the inttrval of ap­ 
parent consciousness to administer the sacra­ 
ment, and for a moment hopes were enter­ 
tained of the Czar’s life, but a mi: ute or two 
afterward.- his heart ceased to beat. 
During 
the fiual flicker of life members of the family 
surrounded the bed. 
The arch priest re­ 
cited prayers for those in extremes, ail pres­ 
ent kneeling. The spectacle was heart-rend­ 
ing. 
Colonel Djonibki is confined to his bed, 
but is not seriously injured. 
. The number of persons injured by the ex­ 
plosion is greater than ’at first supposed. 
Several have since died. 
All the officers of the guards, civil officials 
and court dignitaries met to-day at the Win­ 
ter Palace to take the oath of allegiauee to 
the new Emperor. 
When all had assembled 
the Emperor and Empress and the Imperial 
family issued from the cabinet where the 
dead Czar lay. 
In passing through St. 
George’s Hall, on the way to the chapel, the 
Emperor stopped before the Guard of Honor 
and said with emotion: “ I should not like 
my son to ascend the throne under such cir­ 
cumstances as at present.” 
The Czar, it seems, was warned against at­ 
tending the parade Sunday. 
After alighting from the shattered carriage 
the Emperor approached Roussakotf and 
ordered his removal. 
The police had difficulty in protecting the 
second assassin from the fury of the crowd. 
One of the Czar’s legs was shattered to the 
top of the thigh, the abdomen was torn open 
and his face injured. 
The surgeon declared 
amputation impossible. 


precautions taken—persistent statement. 
St. P e te r s b u r g , March 14th.—The Czar 
has handed over to General Melikc.ff the en­ 
tire direction of affairs, and has summoned 
deputies froir. the country at large to consult 
ui>on the best means to adopt against aearchy 
and sedition. The garrison was kept ready 
all night in case a distnrbahce should occur. 
I.arge numbers of Cossacks patroled the 
streets Monday. 
I t is persistently stated that General Meli- 
koff had some days previous to the murder 
unearthed the plot and entreated the Czar 
not to expose himself publicly.

N ew Y o r k, March l-ltb.—In an interview 
with a Times reporter, Julius Schwab said : 
"A nd in America, the fate which has over­ 
taken Alexander has a point. 
There are 
those in the United States who should heed 
the warning, for it bides disaster to some 
among us iu high places.” 
“ To whom do you refer ?” 
“ I need not particularize, i see. But the 
heads of American monopolies have cause for 
trouble. They are oppressing the people of 
the land, and for just such oppression Alex­ 
ander was killed.” 
“ And you decline to name these monopol­ 
ists who are thus inviting death ?” 
“ Well, I am willing to mention Jay Gould 
and William H. Vanderbilt as representatives 
of the class to whom I refer.” 
“ Do you mean to aver that there is really 
danger ?” 
“ Themene, mene, tekel upharsin is writ­ 
ten. 
I t is plain to the eyes of all men. 
American monopolists—Gould and Vander­ 
bilt and others—had better consider well, 
their future actions.” 


SYMPATHY FROM OREGON.

M a d a g a s c a r .— Rev. J. Pearae, of the 
L01 don Missionary Society, writes that 
“ every vestige of idolatry have been 
swept away ” from the districts in Mada­ 
gascar in which he labors, and yet that 
they are great believers in charms, super­ 
stitions and withcraft. 
I t was reported 
that a dog had spoken and had. announced 
that a hurricane, causing grievous famine, 
would devastate the district ; th at im ­ 
mense hailstones would descend, and that 
even the heavens would fall. 
To avert 
this the people were told to get six black 
and six white beads and to wear them 
round the neck and no harm would come 
to them. 
Soon after this men, women and 
children were seen with twelve beads 
strung around their necks. 
The fear of 
witches and witchcraft is a great evil 
among this people. 
They are not idola­ 
ters, but their Christianity has in it a bad 
mixture.

W a s h in g t o n , March 14th.—The expecta­ 
tion that the contest over the organization of 
the Senate would be uncommonly interesting 
to-day filled the galleries at an early hour, 
and the floor was also crowded throughout 
the afternoon by members of the House of 
Representatives, eiving the chamber the ap­ 
pearance of a regular “ field day,” which the 
exciting character of the proceedings fully 
justified. The chief sensations of the day 
were of course the fierce attack of Hill upon 
Mahone, and the latter’s vigorously defiant 
reply. 
It was the general comment that 
Hill’s speech materially strengthened the 
solidity of any compact that may have been 
made between Mahone aud the Republicans, 
as the Georgia Senator’s threats could not 
possibly have any other 'effect with a cour­ 
ageous man like Mahone than to nail his col­ 
ors to the mast. 
The scene was very striking, 
as Mahone, “ slight in figure but bearded like 
a pard,” paced up aud dowu the area in front 
of the Oletk's desk and hurled his scornful 
retorts at the large-framed Georgian, and the 
galleries broke out in applause and the floor 
with roars of laughter when he quickly re­ 
plied to the question whether he was not 
elected to the ¡Senate as a Democrat by saj- 
ing that he came hither as a “ Read j lister,” a 
description which his present attitude in the 
readjustment of the Senate on'anization, and 
of political power iu general, was at once 
perceived to be notably felicitous. 
On the 
whole, the little Virginia Senator, despite 
the suggestion of the game-cock in his manner 
and appearance, made a decidedly strong im­ 
pression upon his auditors today, and was 
conceded on all hands to have justified in this 
impromptu debate his local reputation as a 
fine speaker and a man of power.

PROCEEDINGS IN THE SENATE. 
W a s h in g t o n , 
March 14th.—McDill of 
Iowa anil Cameron of Wisconsin took the 
oath to-day. 
Pendleton called up his resolution respect­ 
ing the reorganization of the Senate com­ 
mittees. 
Allison moved an executive session. 
The Democrats opposed and the Republi­ 
cans favored it. 
The ayes and noes being called, Mahone 
voted with the Republicans, which created a 
profound sensation, followed by applause iu 
the galleries, as it was regarded as conclusive 
of his intention to vote with the Republicans 
throughout. 
Pendleton made a speech, saying he knew 
nothing as to the alleged bargains, but the 
omnipresent and omniscient members of the 
press had whispered that there have been 
mysterious and extraordinary virits to the 
other end of the capital (the White House), 
and had connected the name tf a distin­ 
guished' Senator with the dispensation of 
patronage and organization ; that there had 
been a conference at the capital, in which 
champagne aud satisfaction had been almost 
equally present. 
These, too, had been con­ 
nected with rumors as to the organization of 
the Senate. He did not know what was the 
foundation for these rumors which had filled 
the air. 
The imputation 011 Democratic 
members was unfounded. 
Allison’s motion to go into an executive 
session was rejected—37 to 35. 
Hill of Georgia believed that when all the 
seats were filled the Democrats would still 
have a majority, since Mahone would vote 
with them. 
Conkling stoutly denied this. 
A resolution was here introduced and laid 
over, offering condolence to the Russian 
Government aud people. 
Finally Pendleton suggested that the Dem­ 
ocrats should withhold two votes and let the 
organization proceed. They desired no mean 
advantage, and no contest of physical endur­ 
ance. He moved to adjourn, pending which 
the vote of condolence with Russia was 
adopted unanimously. 
Adjourned. 
INTERESTING SCENE IN THE SENATE— MAHONE 
UNDER FIRE. 


WASHINGTON, March 14tb.—In the Senate 
to-day Pendleton affirmed that the Demo­ 
crats had nothing to gain by organization ex­ 
cept the power to proceed with the confirma­ 
tion of a Republican President’s appoint­ 
ments. 
It was a dangerous precedent. The 
Republicans proposed to pair two elected 
members here present with two men yet to 
be, and who may never be elected. 
It was 
no undue haste that they were exercising in 
trying to organize. 
Conkling said : “ He who excuses accuses.” 
Pendleton was fleeing when noinau pursueth. 
Ha had either thought necessary to defend 
his party or create some impression on the 
contrary. 
He referred to the Democratic 
caucus as an Ecumenical Council, which had 
at last wearied of the question how the inde­ 
pendent party of the Senate was to be cap­ 
tivated. 
It had become weary of arranging 
the machinery which was to force the gentle­ 
man from Illinois (Davis) to walk by the 
wheel of the Democratic chariot. 
After it 
had exhausted the resources of statesman­ 
ship it came in with a report which was de­ 
fective in some regards. 
For instance, it had 
put both Senators from Ohio on the Judiciary 
Committee, in order that that great State 
might not only be the land of law but the 
law of the land. 
I t seemed to him that 
nothing 
could be more 
unwarrantable, 
more lacking in utility or more Bcant of 
propriety than for the Republicans to con­ 
sent to the organization 
of the Senate 
against the constitutional majority of the 
Senate, to the end that that organization 
might be overturned on Wednesday or Thurs­ 
day next. It seemed to him that such a pro­ 
ceeding would be beneath the dignity of the 
Senator. 
He might say, in reply to the gen­ 
tleman from Ohio, that the suggestion as to 
withholding votes had not originated on the 
Republican side, but had come from a Demo­ 
cratic Senator who was able to vindicate him­ 
self. 
He commented on Pendleton’s asser­ 
tion that champagne and satisfaction had 
hunted in couples at certain dinners as being 
extraordinary, and he hoped that it would be 
modified. 
He also ho[>ed the Democrats 
would withhold two votes and let the organiza­ 
tion proceed, or else go into executive session. 
Hill emphatically declared that when every 
seat was filled the Senate would be Democratic 
as now. 
Otherwise he had been deceived. 
Thirty-eight Senators were sent here to tit as 
Democrat?. That is one-half of the Senate. 
ODe member (Davi.-) was sent as a Democrat, 
by Democratic votes, and he bad announced 
in lofty and patriotic words that he would 
be 
true 
to 
the 
trust 
which 
sent 
him. 
If, as Conkling 
stated, 
the 
Re­ 
publicans would have a majority, how had 
it been accomplished ? 
Not by. States or 
legislatures. The Republicans musthave seized 
a Democrat. 
Who did it? 
Conkling had 
not, and he did not respect any one who did. 
He asserted again that the Democrats had 39 
votes, and Conkling would not deny it. 
Conkling, however, did pointedly deny it. 
Hill did not blame a man for changing his 
opinion, bat it was his duty to iniorm his 
Associates of such change, au’j no Democrat 


had done that. 
He asked whom Conkiing 
relied on for votes ? 
Conkling arose as if to reply, but merely 
went to the desk of the Vice-President, and 
Hill continued, excitedly asserting that no 
man in this body would be guilty of treachery 
to his constituency. He denied the reports 
that Harris and Brown would vate with the 
Republicans as absurd, and denied the right 
of, the \ ice-President to participate in organ­ 
izing the Senate. 
W hose was that one vote 
the Republicans 
relied ou ? 
Who was 
amoiiious to do what no one had ever done— 
.-tand up in this high place and proclaim that 
he disgraces the commission he holds ? Who 
can it be ? Did the Republicans receive him 
with affection and respect? Is he worthy of 
association ? Is he worthy to be a Democrat 
or Republican ? He reverted to the question 
or Federal patronage being used to buy votes 
and keep the Republican party in control, 
and approved the President ' message 011 the 
subject of tenure in office. 
He then returned 
forcibly to questioning the Republicans as to 
their new recruit, and denouncing him imper­ 
sonally as a traitor. 
Harris regretted that Hill had dignified 
the newspaper tivaddie respecting himself by 
noticing the rumor, and denied the story in a 
positive way. 
Mahone, who occupied a seat 
on the Republican side, advanced to the edge 
of the area fronting the Clerk’s desk, and 
proceeded to reply to Hill. That gentle­ 
man, he said, had maniie-tly engaged in an 
effort to disclose his (Mahone’e) position on 
the floor. 
Hill—I do not know what your position ie. 
How could I disclose it ? 
Mahone—The gentleman has assumed not 
only to be the custodian here of the Demo­ 
cratic 
p u ty of 
the 
nation, 
but has 
tried 
to 
assert 
the 
right 
to 
speak 
fur 
the 
constituency 
which 
I 
have 
the privilege, in part, 
of 
representing 
here. 
He lias done 
so 
without their 
assent. 
Addressing 
himself 
directly to 
Hill and advancing toward him : “ 1 owe 
you, sir, and I owe those for whom you un­ 
dertake to speak here, nothing. 
[Marks of 
encouragement on the Republican side and 
in the galleries.] I came here like a yir- 
ginian, not to represent the Democracy for 
which you (Hill) stand. 
I came here with as 
proud a claim to represent the people as you 
to represent the people of Georgia, won on 
fields where I have fought with you and 
others iu the cause of my people and of that 
section in the late unhapuy contest. 
That 
contest, thank God, is over, and as one of 
those engaged in it, and who has not here or 
elsewhere to make an apology for the part he 
has taken in it. I say I am not here as a parti­ 
san, nor am I here to represent that Democ 
racy which have done so much injury to my 
section of the country. The gentleman un­ 
dertook to say what constitutes Democracy. 
I hold that I am intiuitely a better Democrat 
than he. [Laughter.] lie who stands nom­ 
inally committed to a full and fair vote and 
an honest ballot should see that they can be 
Had in the State of Georgia, where tissue bal­ 
lots are fashionable. [Applause.] I serve a 
notice on that gent.lemau that I intend to be 
the custodian of my own Democracy. 
I do 
not intend to be run by that gentleman’s 
caucus. 
1 am in every sense a free man here, 
and trust to be «ble to protect my own lights 
and defend those of the people whom I rep­ 
resent—certainly to take caie of my own. 
I 
do not intend again (addressing Hill directly) 
that you should undertake to criticise my 
conduct by innuendoes. 
I wish the Senator 
from Georgia to understand just here that the 
way to deal with me is to deal directly. We 
want no “ motions of discovery ” to find out 
how I am going to vote. [Applause on the 
floor and in the gallery, which was repri­ 
manded by the Vice-President.] 
I regret 
that so early after my appearance here I 
should have found it necessary to obtrude my 
remarks on this body. 
I would prefer to be 
a little modest. 
I would prefer to listen and 
learn; but I could not feel content after 
what had passed to day to sit silent. 
The 
gentleman (Hill) by all manner of insinuc- 
tions, direct or indirect, has sought to dis­ 
cover who the Democrat is that may choose 
to exercise his right to cast his vote as he 
pleases, and to differ with the gentleman’s 
caucus 
He seems to have forgotten »hat I 
refused to take part in the caucus, which h s 
not only waged war upon me but upon 
those whom 1 represent—who has T-Tesumed 
to teach the people of Virginia honesty and 
true Democracy. Yes, Bir (addressing Hill), 
you were duly notified that I took 110 part or 
lot in your political machinery, aud that I 
was supremely indifferent to what you did. 
[Laughter cn the Republican side.] You 
were notified that I should stand ou I his floor 
representing in part the State of Virginia. 
Certainly the Legislature which elected me 
did not require mo to state that I was either 
a Democrat or anything else. 
I suppose the 
gentleman (Hill) could not get here from 
Georgia unless he said he was a Democrat 
anyhow. [Applause and laughter.] I came 
here without being required to state to my 
people 
what 
I 
am. 
They 
were all 
willing to trust me. 
I was elected by 
the 
pieople, 
not 
by 
the 
Legislature, 
for it was the issue in the (canvass, and no 
man was elected to the Legislature by the 
party with which 1 am identified who was 
not instructed to vote for me for the Senate. 
The gentleman has been chasing all around 
this chamber to see if he caDuot find a part­ 
ner somtw’here. He has been looking around, 
occasionally referring to another Senator, to 
know exactly who that Senator was who had 
the manliness and boldness to assert his 
opinion in this chamber, free from the dicta­ 
tion of a Democratic caucus. 
I want that 
gentleman to know that henceforth and for­ 
ever here is a man who dares to etand here 
and defend his right against you and your 
caucus. 
[Loud applause and much laughter, 
provoked by the violent gesticulations of 
Mahone.] 
Hill, who again took the floor, hoped that 
no one imagined that he intended making 
any personal reply to the remarkable exhibi­ 
tion the Senate had just witnessed. 
He had 
only asked who was the Democrat that ex­ 
pected to vote with the Republicans. 
To his 
astonishment the Senator from Virginia said 
that he was the man. 
Would the Senator 
(Mahone) say that he w:is not elected as a 
Democrat ? He said he was not required to 
state that he was a Democrat, and in the next 
breath he said he was a better Democrat 
than himself. 
Addressing himself to the 
Republicans, Hill said: I commend him to 
you. 
Take good care of him. Nurse him 
well. [Laughter.) 
After an amusing colloquy between Conk­ 
ling, Hill and Logan, Hill said that this was 
the first time in history that a Democrat had 
shown his Democracy by going over to the 
Republicans. 
He referred to the proud his­ 
tory of Virginia and to her great names— 
Washington, Jefferson, Madison, Henry apd 
Lee—none of whom ever accepted a commis­ 
sion from one party and came here to repre­ 
sent another. 
Mahone asked if Hill asserted that he 
(Mahone) did that and Hill evading the ques­ 
tion persistently, he declared that if Hill in­ 
tended to make that statement of bim it was 
unwarranted and untrue. 
Hill (composedly)—Was not the gentleman 
acting with the Democratic party, and was 
he not elected to this body Os a Democrat ? 
(With a fierce tone) Answer that. 
Mahone (quickly)— Sir, I was elected as a 
Readjuster. 
Do you know what Readjusters 
are ? [Applause and laughter on the Repub­ 
lican side.] 
. 
H¡H—I understand that there are in \ ir- 
ginia “ Readjusting” Democrats and “ Debt- 
Paying ” Democrats ; but, as I uuderataud 
it, they are both Democrats. 
We have noth­ 
ing to do here with that issue. 
The qnestion 
of the Virginia debt is not to be settled in 
this chamber. 
I ask the Senator a, ain, was 
he not elected to this national body as a mem­ 
ber of the National Democratic party? 
Mahone—No. 
Are you answered now ? 
Hill—Then I concede that the Senator 
spoke truly when he said I did not know 
what 
he 
is 
(with 
a 
puzzled 
air)— 
what is he? [Laughter.] Everybody has 
understood that hs voted with the Demo­ 
crats. 
Did he not support Hancock for the 
Presidency, and did he not in the Presiden­ 
tial election proclaim himself a Democrat ? 
[A Democratic Senator—Make him answer.] 
Up to this hour it was not known which side 
of the chamber or in the country how the 
gentleman would vote. The Senator from 
New York (Conkling) seems to have infor­ 
mation that somebody who had been elected 
as a Democrat would vote with the Repub­ 
licans, and I wanted to find out who that 
was. 
It seems that I have uncovered him. 
[Laughter and applause on the Democratic 
side.] 
_ 
After more argument in the same style. 
Hill congratulated himself in having suc­ 
ceeded where the press of the country had 
failed, and disclosed Mahone’s intentions, and 
again in the kindest spirit appealed to Mahone 
to be true to the Democracy of Virginia. 
Logan drew a parallel between Hill’s flat­ 
tering treatment of the Senator from Illinois 
(Davis), and his severe handling of the Sena­ 
tor from Virginia, and said the difference 
was attributable to the fact that the former, 
who never was a Democrat and was not to­ 
day, and who was elected from a Republican 
State, was voting with the Democrats, while 
the latter was not. He defended the tight of 
a man to change is political opinion. 
Hill 
himself wa3 once a Whig. 
Hill, being interrogated sharply by Logan, 
said he reserved the right to criticise the pub­ 
lic acts of Senators without dictating to 
them their course. 
He would rather lose 
control of the Senate forever than see the 
soil of Virginia dishonored. 
He did not say 
Mahone would do it, but he saw a piecipice 
yawning before him. 
IS he voted as the Re- 
publice.cs wanted him to, God help him, for 
he’s gone, and he knew the Republicans in 
th’sir hearts felt the same. They d»?pi-ed 
treachery, and honored him (Hill) for trying 
to save Mahone from the charge of treachery. 
Mahone (rising)—I cannot allow the gentle­ 
man to make any such insinuations. 
Hill—I make no insinuation. 
Mahone—Yon do, and an unmanly one. 
Hoar expressed his emphatic indignation at 


the degrading exhibition1 which the Senator 
from Georgia had made. 
H was the first 
time in the politics of tba country when a 
Senator had undertaken in a a .’Ance of ar. act 
to deliver a lecture to his peer, and inform 
him if he did a certain thing it woaid be de­ 
grading and treacherous. 
It was none of the 
business of the Senator from Georgia fcow any 
othtr Senator should cast hi* vote. 
No slave 
master or plantation overseer should crack 
his whip over an American Senator. 
[Ap­ 
plause.] The utterances of the Senator from 
Georgia were an insult to the representatives 
of the American peoplp. That gentleman 
had been chosen as a Union man to a State 
Convention, and had cast the vote which had 
carried Georgia into the rebellion, and from 
that day to this he had learned nothing 
either cf constituency or constitutional duty, 
or of the propriety of personal behavior. 
[Applause on the Republican side.] The 
gentleman had ^ undertaken a comparison 
between the position of Davis and that of 
Mahone, with much honied commendation of 
the former. 
The Senator from Illinois liad 
been elected by the Legislature of a State 
which had an average Republican major­ 
ity of 
from 
50,000 
to 
100,000. 
The 
Davis Republicans were not in a majority iu 
that Legislature. They were numerically in 
a plurality, aud it was the Independents and 
Democrats of that body who elected him to 
the Senate. 
The people of Illinois were 
then, and are now, largely Republican. 
Iam 
not criticising the Senator from Illinois. 
I 
should deem it unworthy of me to do so. He 
ha3 thought it his duty to cast his vote for 
the Democratic organisation cf this body, 
although, as he informed ns, it was repugnant 
to his taste qnd judgment in many particulars. 
Mahone who owes his eeat to a State which 
cast 84,000 Republican votes and 34.000 In­ 
dependent Democratic or Read j us tint nt votes, 
as against 90,000 Bourbon regular Democratic 
votes, will vote (if he does so) for the organ­ 
ization that commends itself to his tiste end 
his judgment. That is the only difference 
between the two Senators, aqd is that the 
logic of the Senator from Georgia [laughter], 
that there are Democrats in the South who 
mean to vote down men with whom they 
differ, but who do not mean to assas­ 
sinate them ? There are Democrats in the 
South who mean to live in a ration, and 
Dot in an aggregate of petty provinces any 
longer. There are Democrats in the South 
who do ro t mean to live any longer in grave­ 
yards and among tombs, whose face is toward 
the morning, and on whose brow the rising 
sunlight of the future generations of this 
country is already beginning to be vi-ible to 
such Democrats. The avant courier of this 
column has already 
reached 
the Senate- 
chamber after long waiting and yearn­ 
ing. 
The Republicans of the North de­ 
sire to stretch forth a friendly hand, but 
the _ desire is inspired by no miserable 
ambition^ for office, for political victory, but 
by a spirit of patriotism which loves the 
South fully as much as it loves the North, 
it is in the spirit of unioD, not a divided 
country ; it is iu the spirit of the future, and 
not of the past; it is in the spirit of union, 
and not of sectionalism—vve are holding eur 
hand' to the brave aud noble Democrats of 
Virginia, whose representative took his eeat 
to-day on this floor.

BOARD OF CITY TRUSTEES. 


Mayor Brown Assumes His Office—Speech 
of Mayor Turner. 
' 


The Board of City Trastees convened at 
the usual hour for its weekly meeting yester­ 
day morning, ail the members present, also 
John Q. Brown, Mayor-elect, and a large 
number of other persons. 
The regular order 
of business was transacted as follows : 
L. R. Anderson renewed his petition for 
the opening of Eighteenth street between T 
and U , and the alley between T and U , Sev­ 
enteenth and Eighteenth streets. The matter 
was referred to the Street Commissioner, who 
stat ed that he would open the street and alley 
to-day. 
Mr. Davis introduced an ordinance to pre­ 
vent boys from being out upon ti e btreets at 
night, which provides that it shall be unlaw­ 
ful for children under 16 years of age to be 
upon the public streets of the city unattended 
by parents, guardians or friends, unless by 
special permit, after 8 o’clock P. M., from the 
1st of September to the 1st of A pril; nor 
after 9 o’clock p. a. from April 1st to Septem­ 
ber 1st. 
It also provides for the ringing of 
the bell of tbe engine houses at the hour 
specified, and that children found upon the 
streets in violation of the ordinance, there­ 
after sha'I be arrested and liable to imprison­ 
ment as for a misdemeanor. 
The subject was laid over for one week. 
A petiti n from residents on K, between 
Twentieth anil Twenty-fourth streets, was 
presented, asking that sidewalks be con­ 
structed un K b-tween said streets, which 
was, upon morion, so ordered. 
Mr. Davis stated that on account of cars 
not being running upon the Tenth-street line 
of the City Railway between O and the 
Cemetery, and the want of proper grading 
ami filling along the track, a great deal of com­ 
plaint and dissatisfaction has arisen, and ha 
presented 
an 
ordinance looking to the 
abandonment of said road, and asked its 
adoption. 
The matter was finally laid over 
until the next meeting of the Board. 
The Water Works report shows that dur­ 
ing the past week the works had been run 
full time. 
The total number of gallons of 
water pumped was 7,522.750, and the amount 
of fuel consumed was 1,155 cubic feet of gas 
coke.

MAYOR BROWN ASSUMES HIS OFFICE. 
Upon the conclusion of the canvass Mayor 
Turner invited Mr. Brown forward, and re­ 
quested Judge Henry to administer the oath 
of office to the Mayor-elect, which he did. 
Mr. Turner then, addressing the other Trus­ 
tees, spoke as follows : 
Gentlemen of the Board of Trustees : I have the 
honor of introducing to you my successor and your 
new President, Mayor John Q. Brown, ami Í can 
assure yon, sirs, that iu resigning to him the duties, 
responsibilities, emoluments and honors of the office 
to which he has been ¿dected, I can congratulate not 
onii you, but the |>eople of Sacramento, upon the 
wisdom of their choice, representing, as I know 
him to do, the thrift, intelligence and moral worth 
of this community in which you have lived and la* 
bored so long. I icel perfectly satisfied that the 
affairs of tliis municipal government will be admin- 
iste e.| with a sagacity of the highest order, and 
which w iil insure a faithful transaction of tbe public 
business, ai.d only for the public good. 
I know of course from experience that this office, 
like ali positions in private life, his its unpleasant, 
irritating and repulsive phases, but for all that, 
aeluateii bv a det-rminatiou to do right, 1 am satis­ 
fied you will secure as a resulta boon which is more 
precious than rubies—the approval not only of your 
own conscience, but of the educated conscience of 
tlia community at Uige. Of course you will u t es­ 
capa adverse criticism, but I am satisfied you will 
in the main be sustained, and I have no doubt when 
your term of office expires a majority of the people 
will discharge you with a “ Well done thou, good 
and faithful servant." (Applause ! 
1 am exceedingly glad for your sake, and for the 
Trustees, and for the people of Sacramento, that 
the revolution of the política] wheel did not throw 
frorn its periphery neither the Auditor, Assessor, 
nor Collector. 
And it speaks well for the iuteili 
gence and moral rectitude of the people of Sacra­ 
mento that they wall term after term elect these 
men 
Aud, in truth, it is a matter of the highest 
economy, as well as simple justice, that these men, 
who have mastered ali the technical details of the 
respective offices, should he kept in the position 
they occupy. They have been tried, found upright, 
capable, and thoroughly faithful to the trust re­ 
posed in them. 
To me I know of no better augury in our political 
horizon tu-dey, ttian the growth of this conservative 
principle of keeping in position the men who w-ill 
transact the public business not only with ability, 
but with honesty. 
Yon will fiud iu your Auditor a faithful ally, who 
has the routine of this office thoroughly at his 
finger ends, and will be able to post you in all mat­ 
ters of detail connected with the office, and you will 
always find him willing and cheerful, and will give 
you any assistance in his power.

THE BIGAMY CASE. 


The trial cf George E. Landrs, upon the 
charge of bigamy, was continued before 
Judge Clark in the Superior Court yesterday. 
Several witnesses were examined on the part 
of the State, but the testimony was similar 
to that gívéü and published at the time of 
the preliminary- examination. 
One witness, 
Mrs. Wright, from near Woodland, who was 
not called at the examination, testified that 
Mr. Landes, while teaching school in Yolo 
county last fall, boarded at her house ; that 
soon after Mrs. Finn shot at him at the 
school where he was teaching, the defendant 
explained the affair to her by sayirg that he 
was at one time engaged to her, and that they 
went together to Alien SpringB; that after 
they came back the engagement was broken 
off ; that ehe -ubsequentiy went to San Fran­ 
cisco with a man aud lived with him ; that 
she murdered him ; that at her trial for the 
crime the plea of insanity was made, and she 
was sent to the Insane Asylum at Stockton ; 
that from the breaking off of the engage­ 
ment between Mrs. Finn aud defendant, un­ 
til the time of the shooting, he had only.seen 
her once, and at that time he saw her at the 
Asylum. 
Another witness—Miss Luella Wixon—who 
was not present at the preliminary examina­ 
tion. corroborated the previous testimony as 
to defendant saying to Mrs. Finn’s little girl, 
“ Iva, come to papa ;” also stating that she 
was intimate with the family of Mrs, Finn ; 
was frequently at her house, and seldom 
went thers without finding the defendant. 
The counsel for tbe State having proven 
the marriage of defendant to Miss Hack, 
upon Mrs. Finn being offered as a witness 
(whom it is alleged by tbe State he had pre­ 
viously married), counsel for the defense ob­ 
jected to her testimony upon the ground that 
she was the defendant’s wife, w hereupon the 
Court asked : ‘‘Do you admit that? For if 
you do the prosecution is at an end.” 
Counsel replied: “ We deny everything 
that is put in issue, by the plea of not 
guilty.” 
The Court—You cannot admit it for one 
thing aud deny it for another. 
If you deny 
it at all, it must be for all purposes. 
Counsel—Well, we deny it. 
The Court—Very w ell; then she is a com­ 
petent witness, ami can go on aud testify. 
She then testified, her testimony being sub­ 
stantially the same as previously given. 
The trial will be resumed this morning at 
ha’f past 9, and the remaining testimony for 
the prosecution will probably occupy the en­ 
tire day, and the case will no doubt continue 
until Thursday,

Watsonville—Hail-storms and frost'. Fruit 
crop not injured much as yet, 
Santa Barbara—Rain and a slight frost, 
doing no damage.

THE KA.LLCCH MURDEK CASE 


GRAPHIC 
STORY 
OP 
THE 
TRAGEDY 
TOLD BY TBE DEFENDANT. 


In the Kalloch case at San Francisco, the 
defendant, I. M. Kallocb, was placed upon 
the stand and testified as follows : 
I am the defendant in this case. My age 
is 29 years. 
Question—Are you a man of family 7 An­ 
swer—I am, sir. I was married two years 
ago last October. 
q Have you any children .' 
A.—One 
child, a year and a half old. 
q .— Where were you born? 
A.—I was 
boin in the town of ltocklin, State of Maine. 
HIS INFANCY, 
o .—How long did you reside there 7 An­ 
swer—I think I was about four years old 
w hen father moved to Boston, and about ten 
w hen he moved to New York City. 
_ 
Q —Where did you reside after leaving 
New York? A.—We came to Kansas in 18(54 
or 1865, and from there we removed to Cali­ 
fornia. 
. . 
Q.—Had you ever been to California before 
your family came here 7 A.—I had; yes, 
sir; I don’t recollect exactly when. I should 
judge two or three years before my family 
came. 
Q.—In what occupation have you been en­ 
gaged during your life, Mr. Kalloch ? A.—I 
have attended school considerably, I have 
worked in the printing trade, I was at one 
time clerk on a railroad, worked on a farm, I 
have been a minister of the gospel and taught 
school some. 
Of late years my occupation 
has been that of a minister of the gospel. 1 
began to preach in 1876, but was ordained in 
the Metropolitan Temple in the fall of 1877. 
Q —After your ordination where did you 
go? A.—Within a month or so 1 received a 
call to the Fifth Baptist Church on Twenty- 
second street. I remained there for about a 
year. After resigning that I received a call 
in about a month to the church at Sonora. 
Q.—Do you recollect when you went there? 
A.—I think in the month of May, 1878—to 
the best of my recollection. 
Q.—Did you marry in Sonora ? A.—I did. 
r Q.—Were you living there in May, 1878, 
down to August. 1870 ? A.—I was. 
THE NEW CONSTITUTION FIGHT. 
Q. You were familiar with the fact, I 
suppose, that in 1870 there was a struggle 
about the new Constitution ? A.—I was. 
Q —Were you interested in the struggle ? 
Counsel for prosecution—Where is the 
materiality? 
Mr. Highton—It must be exceedingly ma­ 
terial, to show that he was peacefully en­ 
gaged in his own vocation. 
The Court—1 see no materiality, but he 
may answer. 
Witness—I took no further part than to- 


'^l'-D o w n to the month of August, 1879, 
had you ever carried arms 7 A.—Never. I 
have hunted. 
q —I will ask you whether, with the ex­ 
ception of this difficulty, you ever had any 
aifray, personal altercation or difficulty in 
your life ? 
Objected to. 
. 
The Court—I do not think I can allow you 
to answer that question. 
Mr. Highton—W hat! will your Honor not 
allo w me to ask him if he has led a peaceful 
life? It seems to me very material. 
The Court—You can show his reputation 
for peace and quietness. 
Mr. Highton argued the matter. 
The Court—I have never seen any rule ex­ 
cept as to the admissibility of testimony as to 
general character. 
Mr. Highton—Well, I think I can show 
you authorities. 
The Court—You can ask him in regard to 
the pistol perhaps. 
QUESTIONS BULED OUT. 
Mr. Highton then asked if witness had ever 
used a pistol on any one, Buled out and ex­ 
ception noted. A series of questions were 
then put and excepted to. The questions in­ 
volved ever shooting, having difficulties or 
ever witnessing a combat with weapons. Had 
he ever been arrested for assault and battery 
with weapon or otherwise. All ruled out and 
exceptions noted. 
. 
Mr. Highton asked permission to withdraw 
the witness until after recess, when he would 
argue the matter. 
He then aBked permission to read to the 
jury those parts of the authorities on in­ 
sanity. 
. 
. 
Mr. Campbell objected to the introduction 
of the books, as they were only permissible to 
be read in the argument. 
The Court—I think this is the better way, 
and much quicker than reading passages to 
the expert and getting his opinion. 
Mr. Murphy—But the witness may not 
agree with the passage. 
The Court—Oh, well, nobody cares for his 
opinion anyway. 
It’s the book we want, 
after all. 
, 
, , 
Mr. Highton then read from “ Maudsley 


o n Mental Insanity,” pages 133 and 134, to 
the effect that, although a person may ex­ 
hibit n o symptoms of insanity, he may never­ 
theless suddenly rise up and kill somebody. 
Again, at page 140, persons are at times pos­ 
sessed with a sort of homicidal monomania, 
impelling the one possessed to kill some one, 
no matter who. 
At this point, 12:15 P. M., recess was taken 
to 1:30 P. M. 


T h e D e fe n d a n t A g a in . 
Defendant was again placed upon the 
stand, and he continued his testimony as fol­ 
lows: 
, 
. . 
, 
Q —Immediately prior to the shooting of 
your father, you were settled in Sonora? 
A.—I was; yes, sir. 
I left there to come 
down here at the shooting of my father. 
Q.—Do you remember the time? A.—I 
do, perfectly. It 
was on the 23i day of 
August. 
q .—Under what circumstances did you 
come ? A.—I had received a telegram, stat­ 
ing that my father had been shot by Charles 
De Young, and was not expected to live. 1 
did not expect to find him alive. 
Q,—Did you bring your wife with you? 
A.—No, sir; I could not bring her. We ex­ 
pected her confinement within a few days. 
Q —When did you arrive in San Francisco ? 
A.—It waa some time before noon of the fol­ 
lowing day. 
q —Did you proceed at once to the Metro­ 
politan Temple 7 A.—Yes, I did. I found 
á number of friends of my father there, 
church people, my mother, a good many 
friends on the outside. 
Q —Did you see your father 7 A.—I knew 
that he was there. I didn’t see him until 
next morning. 
Q —See your mother ? A.—I did. 
Q.—How long did you remain there at the 
Temple? A.—I don’t remember, possibly 
three weeks ; until father was taken home. 
Q.—Were you in constant attendance on 
your father? A.—Yes, whenever I could be 
of any service to him. 
_ 
Q.—What was his condition ? A.—He was 
very grievously wounded, shot through the 
lungs, as was supposed, and for a long time 
Supposed to be dying. 
Mr. Campbell—Never mind your opinion 
as a medical expert. 
Q —The marked articles in the San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle of August SBtb, 21st, 22d and 
23d, you have seen ? A.—Yes, sir. 
Q —You have read those articles, have 
you? A.—I have. 
Q.—Did you read them after you came 
down to the city at the time your father was 
shot? A.—I read eome of them before I left 
Sonora. 
Q — After you left the Metropolitan Tem- 
Sle you went to him at vour father’s home on 
fission street? A.—Yes, sir; in three or 
four weeks. 
Q.—After you reached your father’s house 
did you read thoee articles? A.—\es, the 
portion not read by me before ; that portion 
relating to my grandfather. 
Mr. Murphy—We ask that this may lie 
stricken out. 
The Court—I think it may be allowed to 
remain. 
THE LIBELOUS ARTICLES. 
Q.—Did those articles form any topic of 
discussion between your father aud yourself ? 
A.—Yes, sir. 
Q.—Do you know Dr. Davis, who was ex­ 
amined here ? A.—Yes, sir. 
Q —Was he the family physician ? A.— 
Yes, as far as I know. 
Q.—After you arrived here, in August, 
1879, did Dr. Davis prescribe for you ? A.— 
Yee; he did. 
Mr. Highton—Now, if your Honor please, 
we make a final offer of those Articles appear­ 
ing in the Chronicle of August 20th, 21st, 
22d and 23d, 1879. 
Mr. Campbell—And we renew our objec­ 
tion. 
The Court—Yon may take the same ex­ 
ception. 
Q.—Novf I will ask to what subject these 
articles related ? A.—They related to certain 
old rumors and scandals about my father, 
my grandfather and other persons. 
Q.—You heard your father’s testimony 
terday about an interview between Chas. 
Young and himself, did you? A.—Yes, 
sir.Q.—Did he ever communicate to you the 
substance of that interview ? A.—Yes, sir ; 
he has.

Q.—Was that before the 231 of Apnl, 
1880? A.—Yes. sir. 
. 
q —Did you also hear the testimony of J. 
M ^Parker about certain interviews with de­ 
ceased. and threats thrown out by him? 


^ Q .—H a ^ h e ever communicated those 
threats to you ? A.—He has; yes, sir. 


Q —Was that before the 23d of April, 
1880? A.—Yes, sir. 
Q.—At any other times prior to 1880 were 
any other threats communicated to you of 
personal violence to yourf elf ? 
Mr. Murphy—Of personal violence, and to 
yourself ? 
Mr. Highton—Certainly. 
• 
The witness—I never heard Mr. Charles 
De Young in person make any threats against 
me, or any member of my family. 
Q.—Did you know him 7 A.—I h»d seen 
him; never had any personal acquaintance. 
Q.—Prior to April ‘23 i had any persons 
stated to you that he had made threats of 
personal violence against you, or which neces­ 
sarily included you? A.—Yes, sir; many. 
Q.—I understood you to say this morning 
that after August, 1879, you carried a pistol ? 
A.—I did. Yes. 
. 
Q.—When did you begin to carry a pistol 7 
A.—As soon as my father was shot. 
Q —Was there any particular reason for 
your carrying a pistol ? A.—My particular 
reason was on my own account and my 
father’s ; because I had an idea that the at­ 
tack made upon my father would be followed 
up by more if opportunity offered. I carried 
it to protect myself. 
Q.—Did you ever make application to 
carry a pistol? A.—I did not. I did. I 
will correct myself. I did, but the clerk 
said that I had no need of a permit, as I was 
an officer of the city government, being clerk 
to the Mayor.

Q —Did you at any time in the fall of 1879 
make any application to the Secretary of 
War for an appointment as Chaplain in the 
army 7 
Mr. Murphy objected as irrelevant. 
Mr. Campbell—Suppose he didn’t want to 
live in San Francisco ; that wouldn’t show 
him insane. 
The Court—I don’t know but it weuld. It 
will do no harm to answer. 
DESIRE TO LEAVE THE CITT. 
Witness—I did make an effort to leave the 
city. I did not want to stay. I had but one 
object in coming here, and only few for stay­ 
ing here. I applied for a Chaplaincy in the 
United States army. 
Q.—You didn't get the appointment? A.— 
I had every prospect of getting it when I 
withdrew the application. 
Q —How did you come to withdraw the 
application ? 
The question was withdrawn. 
_ 
Q.—When did you withdraw the applica­ 
tion? A.—About ^January, 1880. 
Q.—Now I renew the question. Why did 
you withdraw the application? A.—I with­ 
drew it, because after a very careful deliber­ 
ation I considered it my duty to remain with 
my father. His enemies showed no disposi­ 
tion to “ let Up” on him, and I thought it 
would be undutiful to leave him, no matter 
how much I might wish to go. 
Q.—Had you at any time heard anything 
about a proposed publication ? A.—I had 
heard that Mr. De Young was about to pub­ 
lish a pamphlet. 
This was before the 23d of 
April, while Mr. De Young was East. 
Q.—Did yon hear anything about its nature 
and character ? A.—Yes, sir. 
Q —Did you hear the subject to which the 
proposed pamphlet was related? A.—Yes, 
s‘r- 
■ 
, . , . 
Q — What was the subject to winch it wa3 
re la te d ? 
Mr. Murphy—We object. 
The Court—Proceed. 
A.—Principally a compilation of scandals 
and rumors, and particularly a republication 
of troubles in Boston, which happened twenty- 
five or thirty years ago. 
Q.—Did you hear the testimony of .T. L. 
Murphy here on the subject of a compromise 
of difficulties between your father and your­ 
self? A.—Yes, sir. 
Q.—Prior to the afternoon of the 23d of 
April, 1880, did you know anything of that 
meeting? A.—I did. 
Q.—Had you anything to do with it? A.-- 
No more 
than to urge my 
father to 
accept any terms of compromise that might 
be done with honor. 
Q.—Fix some time when you gave that ad­ 
vice? A.—I think it was on the day before 
my arrest—April 22d. 
Q —Do you recollect where your father 
was on the 23d day of April ? A.—Only from 
hearsay. He was at the Gliff House, I think. 
Q.—Were you at the Mayor’s office attend­ 
ing to your official duties? A.—Yes, sir. 
Q.—Where was your pistol that day ? A.— 
If that is my pistol it was in my drawer at 
that office. 
Q.—What drawer do you mean ? A.—A 
drawer in the right hand, that I usually laid 
it in. 
Q.—Did you Bee your father at any time 
that day ? A.—No, sir, not after the morning. 
Q —Did you, during that day, receive any 
pamphlet at the office of the Mayor. A.—I 
did. 
Q.—How did it come? A.—It came by 
mail, in the afternoon. 
. 
Q.—How late? A.—It was after4 o’clock, 
I think—about the time I went from the 
office tc the end of the corridor to get the 
mail for the office. 
Q —What time did your office close, at 4 
o’clock ? A.—At 4 o’clock ; yes, sir. 
Q.—How long did you remain in that office 
after that time? 
A.—I don’t remember^ 
About an hour, I think. I left at about 5 
o’clock. 
Q.—During the hour or so did you exam­ 
ine and read this pamphlet? A.—To some 
extent I did ; yes, sir. 
Q —I now place in your hand a pamphlet 
entitled “ Only True Keport ”----- 
Mr. Campbell—Oh, now we object. 
Mr. Highton—I am only reading the title, 
“ Only True Report of the Trial ”----- 
Mr. Murphy—I say, we object to your 
reading that title. 
The Court—I don’t think it will do any 
harm. 
_ 
The counsel then read the title of the 
pamphlet. 
Q.—Does that pamphlet re-emble the one 
you saw that day ? 
Mr. Campbell—Well, now you see the im­ 
propriety. 
Witness—It is not this one, although 
about the size. 
Q.—What became of the pamphlet you 
yourself received? A.—I burned it. 


THE PAMPHLET HE RECEIVED. 
Q.—Are you able to state whether the 
pamphlet you received was identical to the 
date of this pamphlet ? 
Objected to. 
The Conrt—1 will sustain the objection. 
Mr. Highton argued the point. 
The Caurt—Ask him what the title-page 
of the pamphlet was. 
The question was asked in that form. 
Witness—I can’t tell. I think it was in 
regard to the Boston trouble. I did not ex­ 
amine it much. I thought it was the result 
ot Mr, De Young’s labors in the East. 
Last sentence stricken out. 
Q.—Will you look at this title-page and 
state what resemblance, if any, there is be­ 
tween this and the one you received on the 
23d day of April ? A.—I should say that it 
was substantially the same. There were no 
pictures in that. 
Q.—Do you recollect whether there was 
any printer’s mark upon the copy which you 
leceived? A.—Not that I remember. 
Mr. Campbell here took the book aud was 
looking at it, when Mr. Highton asked for it. 
^ur. Campbell—I was looking at the very 


Ef 


pretty picture upon the cover of it. (Smiles.) 
Q —I will a-k you to examine this pamph­ 
let and say if its substance is the same as that 
received by you ? 
A. —I should say that 
much of the matter in this was in that. I 
did not examine it very carefully. 
Q —From your examination of the inside 
of the pamphlet which you received, what 
was its subject matter ? 
Mr. Campbell—There is no threat ex­ 
pressed in the pamphlet, and nothing that 
would cause alarm or apprehension in the 
mind of defendant. 
The Court—Tnis is a very different ques­ 
tion from that involved in the newspaper 
articles submited. It goes to establish the 
degree of the effect upon defendant’s mind. 
You may proceed. 
Witness—The pamphlet which I received 
was an attack upon the character of my 
father. 
Q —Did it purport to contain the proceed­ 
ings of any trial? A.—It did. Ihe pro­ 
ceedings in a trial in Boston some twenty-five 
or thirty years ago, for adultery. 
Q. —Do you recollect what was the name of 
the party with whom the adultery was said 
to have been committed ? 
Mr. Murphy—We object. 
Question withdrawn. 


WHAT THE PAMPHLET CONTAINED. 
Q —Did the pamphlet purport to contain 
the report of the proceedings in the Com­ 
monwealth vs. I. K. Kalloch ? A,—I think 
it did, sir. I know it did. The Common­ 
wealth of Massachusetts. 
Q.—It purports to contain the sworn testi­ 
mony in that case ? A.—It did, sir. 
Mr. Campbell—If they wish to offer this 
pamphlet, I am perfectly willing they should 
treat this as the pamphlet he received. I 
think it is no palliation or justification of 
murder or incentive to insanity. Í am per­ 
fectly willing that it should all go in. 
Mr. Highton here spoke in a low tone to 
witness. 
. 
Mr. Campbell—We are entitled to know 
what you are doing. 
Mr. Highton—1 was asking him to examine 
this pamphlet, between pages 11 and 64, and 
see if it is identical with that he received. 
Witness—I should say that it waa sub­ 
stantially the same, as far it goes. 
Mr. Highton—1 offer this evidence. 
Mr. Murpby—The whole cf it ? 
Mr. Highton—That portion between pages 
11 and 04. 
Mr. Campbell—We are willing to have it 
all go in or none. 
Mr. Highton—I am not willing to assist in 
an attack upon Dr. Kalloch. I am not will­ 
ing that this pamphlet shall go in here as a 
matter to be referred to in evidence. 
W r. Campbell—It must all go or none. 
Mr. Hightoa—Very well, I will accept, 


Mr. Murphy—Let it be filed then. 
Mr. Highton—At preseut no one gets a 
Bight of it or smell of it. 
Mr, Murphy—It has been in your posses­ 
sion a long while, and I d.rn’t know whether 
it smells or not. 
Mr. Highton—I suppose it is unnecessary 
for any to read this except the jury. I don't 
suppose it is necessary ior any one else to 
read it. 
Mr. Campbell—We are perfectly willing 
that that paper Bhould go into the jury, but 
we claim the right to comment upon the 
pamphlet or to read any portion of it. 
Mr. Highton—Very well, then. Let the 
jury read this now. 
- 
, 
Mr. Campbell — They can’t read that 
pamphlet until after they retire. 
Mr. Highton—I don’t want any part of 
this pamphlet to get into the records of this 
case. It would be a manifest injustice. 
The Court—They can’t have it until they 
go to the jury-room. 
Mr. Highton—Then I will take charge of 
it until the jury retire. 
Mr. Campbell—No, sir. It is in the pos­ 
session of the Court. 
AFTER LEAVING THE MAYOR’S OFFICE. 
Q.—What did you do from the time you 
left the office, at 5 o’clock in the evening, 
down to the present time? A.—When I left 
the office of the Major I had no more inten­ 
tion of shooting Charles De Young than I 
has of shooting myself. I did intend to see 
him, but if he had met me in the same spirit 
that I went to see him, he would have been 
living to-day as far a? any act of mine is con­ 
cerned. Father had told me the day before 
that he had allowed mediation in the trouble. 
He told me that Mr. Murphy had asked his 
authority for an interview with Mr. Lloyd, 
coming from Mr. De Young. He did not 
seem to think favorably of it, and I asked 
him to do so. These attacks had made every 
member of my family very unhappy. My 
mother’s health had been well-nigh broken 
down by the care of my father during his 
sickness and attacks during that time. On 
her account I wa3 extremely anxious that 
there should be no more hostility. While 
Mr. De Young was in the East I was in al­ 
most daily receipt of letters that conveyed 
to me the intelligence that he was interesting 
himself to ruin the family ; that his language 
was exceedingly bitter. This was 
A SOURCE OF CONTINUAL TROUBLE 
To us. I believed that my father’s health 
was failing under the strain. Mother and I 
knew that he was failing, although I said 
nothing about it. Often as early as 6 o’clock 
in the evening he would goto bed in complete 
exhaustion. I also knew that if any new 
attack was made it would result in his death. 
I knew his disposition and that he would re­ 
taliate. 
He would not keep quiet. 
He 
would retaliate, and then I had reason to be­ 
lieve that there would be serious trouble. 
Taking all this into consideration, I was very 
anxious this should cease. I was in this 
frame of mind when father told me of Mr. 
Murphy’s offer. I believe that the next 
morning father told me that he had author­ 
ized the meeting. I cherished no feelings of 
violence against Charles De Young at any 
time. I was much excited for a few days 
after father was shot. I had left my home 
under very cruel circumstances. I expected 
at every station to hear of the death of 
my father. 
I traveled all night, and 
reached the city in 
much 
excitement. 
While it would be untrue for me to 
say that I had any friendly feelings for the 
man who had shot my father, I can truly say 
that j cherished no intention of violence. 
When I received this pamphlet I supposed it 
to be the result of Mr. De Young’s labors in 
the East, and I knew that if it was put into 
circulation that it would bring about an act 
of retaliation from father, to be followed by 
fatal results. I determined then that if I 
could I would see Mr. De Young, and if pos­ 
sible say something that would result in 
withholding the pamphlet from circulation, 
or, if already circulated, to cause him to 
withdraw it from circulation. 
My object 
was as peaceful as one could be to another. I 
was anxious to effect the compromise that I 
then supposed Mr. De Young had under con­ 
sideration. I had no other object in seeing 
him. When 1 arrived at the Chronicle office, 
at the corner of Bush and Kearney streets, 
Charles De Young saw me as soon as I en­ 
tered the door. He was’nearly facing me, 
and the instant he saw me he 


DREW A PISTOL, 
And if I had not exercised the utmost speed 
he would have killed me in my tracks. His 
appearance was malignant, and knowing 
what I did of his attack upon my father, I 
didn’t hesitate very long. The rest that fol­ 
lowed the fatal shot is attributable solely to 
him, and is no part of any violent intention 
of mine when I entered the office. As to 
what happened after that 1 am not com­ 
petent to tell, for I can recollect nothing 
about it. 
Q —At what time, Mr. Kalloch, does your 
recollection of what occurred in that office 
cease ? A.—I don’t remember anything of 
what occurred after seeing Mr. De Y oung- 
after seeing his acts toward me. I remember 
nothing distinctly that occurred in the office. 


THE PISTOL. 
Q.—You spoke about keeping the pistol in 
the second drawer on the right hand of a 
desk in your office? A.—Yes, sir, in the 
upper drawer. 
Q.—Do you 
know that it was kept 
loaded ? A.—I know that it was. 
Q —Was your father’s house some distance 
from his office? A.—It was. 
Q —Were you in the habit of going back 
and forth at night ? A.—Yes, sir. 
Q.—Upon those occasions did you carry a 
pistol? A.—Yes, sir. 
Q.—Whereabouts did you carry it? A.— 
Sometimes in my coat pocket and sometimes 
in my hip pistol pocket. 
Q.—Do you recollect whether you had an 
overcoat on that night ? A.—I did. 
Q —What sort of an overcoat was it, Bir ? 
A long overcoat? A.—Yes, sir. 
Q.—Did it have any pockets on the sides ? 
A.—Yes, sir. 
Q —I wish you to state clearly aud dis­ 
tinctly the precise object you had in going 
into the Chronicle office that evening ? A.—I 
had no thoroughly defined idea of what I 
should say to Air. De Young, but desired to 
say something to him to influence him, if 1 
could, to withdraw from circulation, or not 
to circulate the pamphlet. That a word from 
me might tend to stop the circulation, I 
thought, might be possible. 
Were I to neg­ 
lect this, 1 would be remits in my duty. I 
desired to do everything in my power to end 
the tropble. 
CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
Cross-examination by Mr. Campbell. 
Q.—When yon left the Mayor’s office, where 
did you first go ? A.—I went to the room of 
Mr. Ransom, the Mayor's janitor. 
Q.—Did any one accompany you from the 
time you left the City Hall to the time you 
got to Mr. Ransom’s? A.—Yes, sir. 
Q.—Who ? A.—Mr. Grossman. 
Q.—Where did you meet Mr. Grossman ? 
A.—I don’t know. 
Q.—Did he accompany you to Mr. Ran­ 
som’s ? A.—I think he dicL 
Q.—Where did you next go ? A.—1 went 
to the cigar store at the corner. 
Q.—Was Grossman with you when you 
went back? A.—No; he separated from me. 
Q —Did he rejoin you ? A.—He may have 
come to see me at the City Prison. 
Q.—Did he rejoin you before the shooting ? 
A.—He did not. 
Q —After leaving Ransom’s, where did 
you go? A.—I went to the RockawayRes- 
taurant, at the corner of Market and Eddy, 
and gotqmy supper there.

Q.—Where did you next go ? Ay—I think 
from there I walked up Eddy street and back 


Q.—How far did you go up there ? A.— 
Possibly five or six blocks. 
Q.—Why did you go up there? A.—I 
thought I might possibly meet Charles De 
Young.

Q.—Did you meet him ? A.—I did not. 
Q —Where did you go next? A.—I re­ 
turned to Market, and down Market to 
Kearny. I went down Montgomery to Wash­ 
ington. 
Q.—Did you go down Bush ? A.—I did 
not. 
, 
Q.—Did you come up Bush ? A.—I did. 
Q .— How far up Bush T A .—To the corner 
of Bush and Kearny. 
Q —How long did you stop on the corner ? 
A.—But a moment. I then went into the 
Chronicle office. I did not hang around there. 
Q.—When you went in there did you see 
Charles De Young ? A.—I did. 
Q —Did he see yon? A.—He saw me be­ 
fore the door was open. 
Q .—What was the first thing that hap­ 
pened ? A.—The taking sf an attitude on 
his part, looking threatening and the draw­ 
ing of a pistol. 
Q —Did you see it before it came from hie 
pocket ? A .—I didn’t. 
Q.—Did you see where he get the pistol 
from? A,—I couldn’t tell what pocket he 
got it from. 
Q —Where was your hand? A.—Getting 
into my pocket. [Laughter.] 
Q —Did you see him shoot at you? A.—I 
thought he did. 
Q —Didn’t he point a pistol at you ? A.— 
He did. 
Q.—Didn't yon see him fire at you ? A.— 
I wouldn’t say that he did. 
Q —Do you remember the fact of shooting 
at him ? A -[After long hesitation}—I don’t 
know that I do. 
Q.—Do you remember drawing your pL- 
tol ? A.—Í do.

- Q.—Can you recollect pointing your pistol 
at him ? A.—I suppose that I did. 
Q —Well, do you remember the fact of 
your pointing your pistol at De Young? 
A.—I don’t remember the distinct fact. I 
suopose I did.

A.—I don’t know that I do. 
Q.—Were you very much frightened ? A.— 
I don't know that it should be called fright.

Q.—Were you agitated wheu you got to the 
Police office?

WHO WENT TO SEE HIM. 
Q.—Did many peí sous come to see you? 
A.—Y es; a good many. There were a good 
many reporters. 
Q.—Did you make any statement to them ? 
A.—I don’t think I did. 
Q —Anybody else cume to see you ? 
. Mr. Highton—I object. This ii immate­ 
rial. 
The Court—It bears upon his frame of 
mind. 
Mr. Highton—Well, I don’t propose to be 
rushed through—by counsel. 
Counsel for prosecution—Nobody is rush­ 
ing you. 
Mr. Hightcn—We will reserve our excep­ 
tion. 
The Witness—Well, 1 think there was 
Judge Pendrick, of Virginia City, and Mor­ 
ris Grossman. 
Q —How long after the shooting did Mor­ 
ris Grossman call upon you ?

Q.—What hour was it when you got to the 
Chronicle office ? A.—That I don’t know. 
Q —Was there anything said between Mr. 
De Young and you? A.—There was no time 
to say anything. 
Q.—What was Mr. De Young doing? A.

Q —Wasn’t he talking to Mr. Reed ? A.— 
I have read to since. 
Q —Have you ever in your life apoken to 
Charles De Young, or he to you? A.—No, 
sir.

Q.—Did you see anything in the Chronicle 
at any time from the time of the shooting of 
your father that indicated ou the part of 
Charles De Young any intention to do per­ 
sonal violence to you or to your family ? A. 
—I never have said that on this examination. 
I think they were threatening. 
Q.—Now, sir, can you point to a single line 
in the Chronicle that tends to create an im­ 
pression in the mind of any one that your 
father or any member of his family was to 
be attacked ? I will ask you to produce here 
on Monday any a: tides of that kind. 
Mr. Highton—We have a list of them; we 
will furnish them. 
Mr. Campbell—That’s all right. 
I).—You say you withdrew your ap­ 
plication for Chaplain in the Army about the 
first of January. Were you not at that time 
appointed Chief Clerk to your father at a 
salary of §250 a month ? A.—I think I was 
appointed Clerk in December. 
Q.—When did you make your application 
for Chaplain? A.—About two months be­ 
fore. 
Q —In November? A.—Possibly. 
Q —Were you then assistant pastor at the 
Metropolitan Temple ? A.—I think I was. 


WHEN HE WITHDREW HI3 APPLICATION. 
Q.—You say you withdrew your applica­ 
tion. Have you anything to show when you 
Withdrew your application ? A.—I have the 
letter from the Hon. H. F. Page, mjr applica­ 
tion returned to me by the Secretary of War, 
and a letter from the Secretary of .War. 
Q.—Do you know whether it was as early 
as the first part of January? A.—I have 
said twice that I don’t know exactly, and I 
don’t know, now, even about that. I think 
it was after that. 
Q.—Did you not, after the time of the 
shooting by Charles De Young of your 
father, know that your father had, at various 
times in public addresses, repeatedly made 
attacks upon Mr. De Young, aDd that these 
attacks were not even answered through the 
Chronicle I 
Mr. Highton objected, claiming that hav­ 
ing thrown out the challenge asking defend­ 
ant to point out certain expressions, the 
prosecution must wait until that time arrives. 
Mr. Campbell stated that the prosecution 
proposed to show that Mr. Kalloch had 
abused the Chronicle in many places; from 
the rostrum, from the pulpit, before the 
Board of Supervisors, before the Board of 
Health, and in short everywhere ; and in­ 
stead of his being afraid ot the Chronicle the 
Chronicle had reason to fear him. 
Mr. Highton stated that they expected to 
finish their case by the noon recess on Mon­ 
day. 
The Court before adjourning stated that 
jurors had complained to him of the necessi­ 
ties yf their families. He was sorry that he 
could order them no pay, as the law had left 
him no alternative, however much of a hard­ 
ship it might be to the gentlemen composing 
the jury. 
Mr. Smoot asked if it would be within the 
law to accept contributions. 
The Court said that it was, and that they 
might be received. 
The Court here adjourned to 10 A. M. Mon­ 
day.
